Thisappropriation encompassesthe salariesand expensesrequired to
provide executive direction and administrative and staff support to FEMA
programsin Headquartersandfield offices.

Emergency Management Planning and Assistance

Thisappropriation provides program resourcesfor Responseand
Recovery; Preparedness, Training, and Exercises; Mitigation; Fire
Prevention and Training; Operations Support; Information Technology
Services, Policy and Regional Operations, and Executive Direction.

Disaster Relief Fund

Supplementary assistance from thisappropriationisprovided to individuas
and Stateand local governmentsintheevent of apresidentialy declared
emergency or mgjor disaster.

Pre-Disaster Mitigation Fund

ThisfundsFEMA support for community-identified mitigation projectsthat
reducefinancial exposureat al levelsof government to disaster |osses,
including the Federa Government’ sexposurethroughthe Disaster Relief
Fund.
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National Research Investment Protection Fund

FEMA isproposing to establish thisfundin 2000 to provideresourcesover
tenyearsto mitigatefacilitiesinwhich substantial federa investmentsin
research have been made. The Fund will enablethesefacilitiesto become
resistant to probablefuture natural disasters.

Disaster Assistance Direct Loan Program Account

Thisappropriation providesadministrativefundsand subsidiesfor direct
disaster assistanceloans.

Emergency Food and Shelter

Thisappropriation providesgrantstolocal voluntary organizationsto
supplement their program fundsfor emergency food and shelter.

National Flood Insurance Fund

Thisfunding mechanism enablesproperty ownersto purchaseflood
insurance not otherwise availablethrough theNationa Flood Insurance
Program. Inreturnfor the provision of insurance, communitiesagreeto
adopt and enforcefloodpl ain management measuresto reducelossesfrom
futureflooding.

Flood-Hazard Mapping Program

Thisfund isestablished to support the use of state-of-the-art technology to
improvetheaccuracy and completeness of flood-hazard information, make
theinformation morereadily availableand easier to use, and continueto
alert and educate the public about therisksof flood.

National Insurance Development Fund

Thisfund supported the Federal Crimelnsurance Program prior toits
expiration on September 30, 1995. FEMA requeststhat outstanding debt
for thefund beforgiven and written off in 2000, and that interest on the debt
be cancelled.
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Office of the Inspector General

Thisappropriation supportsagency-wide auditsand investigationsto
identify and correct management and administrative deficienciesthat enable
fraud, waste, and mismanagement.

Radiological Emergency Preparedness Fund

In 1999, the Radiol ogical Emergency Preparedness Fund began to collect
feesfromlicenseesof commercia nuclear power plantsto recover amounts
anticipated by FEMA to be obligated annually for site-specific and non-
site-gpecific expensesrel ated to emergency planning, preparedness, and
response.

Working Capital Fund

Thisrevolving fund financesthe operation of facilitiesand provides services
for office operations, training, conferences, I T, and billeting at the Mt.
Wesather Emergency Assistance Center.
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
